The  city  has  extensive  and  costly  water-works  and  an  abundant  sup- 
ply of  pure  water  as  clear  as  crystal.  It  has  electric  lights,  both  arc 
and  incandescent;  a telephone  plant,  and  nearly  eleven  miles  of  street 
and  suburban  railway,  including  a steam  motor  line  running  through 
the  city  and  all  around  it. 

The  Denison  Cotton  Mill,  to  cost  $500,000.00,  will  be  in  running 
order  January  1st,  1891,  employing  over  650  operatives. 

The  Denison  Canning  Factory  is  complete,  and  will  employ  several 
hundred  hands.  Other  important  industries  will  be  established. 

'I  he  Choctaw  Railroad,  the  Texas  & Pacific,  and  the  Denison,  Bonham 
& New  Orleans  Railways  will  all  be  running  into  Denison  before  the 
end  of  the  year,  and,  it  is  hoped,  the  Washita  Valley  Road.  Other  new 
railroad  connections  are  looked  for  soon. 

An  important  advantage  which  Denison  possesses  is  its  healthful 
climate.  Situated  about  800  feet  above  the  sea,  it  is  spared  the  frigid 
blasts  of  the  north  and  the  sultry  heat  of  the  southern  lowlands. 

Its  population  is  made  up  of  people  from  all  sections,  but  it  is  a notable 
fact  tliat  its  residents  include  far  more  northern  people  than  does  the 
population  of  any  other  city  in  'Texas.
